Rarely has a proposed 
amendment to the U.S. Con­ 
stitution caused such an 
uproar.

At issue: the Equal Rights 
Amendment (ERA)— a 24- 
word statement in standard 
Constitutional language:

Endorsed by both major 
political parties, by all 
Presidents since Dwight 
Eisenhower, by organized 
labor, and by more than 100 
business, professional, 
religious and public organiza­ 
tions, ERA was overwhelm­ 
ingly passed by Congress and 
sent to the states or ratifica­ 
tion on March 22, 1972. Today, 
almost five years later, that 
“Magna Carta” for women re­ 
mains more elusive than 
anyone could have suspected.

ABA Joined FBI in Effort 
To Discredit Lawyer’* Guild 


by Jack Anderses 
aad Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON • At the 
bottom of most Washing­ 
ton scandals, there invari­ 
ably seams to be some 
lawyers in the woodpile. 
The Watergate crimes 
were plotted initially at the 
Justice Department, with 
the attorney general pre­ 
siding and the White House 
counsel advising. Lawyers 
participated in the bag- 
jobs, forgeries, frame-ups, 
break-ins, cover-ups and 
perjury that followed. 
Now we’ve learned that 
the bastion of legal ethics, 
the American Bar Associa­ 
tion, conspired with the 
FBI to discredit the left- 
wing National Lawyers 
Guild. The FBI secretly 
wiretapped and spied on 
the guild’s national offices 
and then fed derogatory 
information to key officials 
of the bar association. 
The guild came under 
FBI surveillance not just 
because of its leftist lean­ 
ings, but because of its 
opposition to racial dis­ 
crimination, support of 
civil liberties and protests 
against congressional 
abuses. These stands of­ 
fended the late FBI chief J. 
Edgar Hoover’s standards 
for patriotism. 
He grew up in Washing­ 
ton when it was Mill a 
small Southern town, 
where aegregation was the 
law as well as the custom. 
To Hoover, the struggle for 
equal rights by blacks 
smacked of rebellion. He 
was an incurable curmud­ 
geon, conaegvative in his 


ways and narrow in his 
outlook, who saw sedition 
in dissent. 
The American Bar Asso­ 
ciation should have had a 
more enlightened view of 
the nation’s founding prin­ 
ciples. Yet it not only 
joined in the red-baiting of 
the 1960s but sought dirt 
shout the lawyers — 
from the F B I .l H f l n i i 
story has been buried for I 
two decades in FBI files, 
which have now been made 
available to us.

The bar association’s 
chief communist hunter, 
Austin Canfield Sr., tele­ 
phoned the FBI in January 
1962 to ask for Information 
that could be used against 
the guild. A top FBI offi­ 
cial, Louis B. Nichols, re­ 
ported in a memo that 
Canfield "was hi favor of 
taking ... on" the guild. 
Nichols then supplied 
Canfield with a report 
charging that the guild 
worked closely with com­ 
munist factions. As one 
piece of evidence, the re­ 
port declared that the guild 
had blasted the FBI’s "Ge­ 
stapo activities," and at­ 
tacked the ABA. Any criti­ 
cism of the FBI was con­ 
sidered akin to treason. 
! 
One month later, Can­ 
field made another call to 
the FBI and Nichols again 
related tha conversation in 
a confidential memo. 
’Canfield... stated... there 
will be ... an attempt to 
move the American Bar 
Association into action 
against the National Law­ 


yers Guild," reported 
Nichols. "He feels the ... 
guild has now gone for 
enough and that now is the 
time to act" 
The FBI, meanwhile, 
searched its "security 
index" for information 
about guild officers. Four 
memos were prepared, 
advised an FBI memo, 
which "may he of possible 
assistance to the American 
Bar Association." 
As late as the 1960a, long 
after the red scare had 
abated, the president-elect 
of the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation, John C. Satter­ 
field, met with Hoover to 
discuss "blotters of mutual 
interest between the FBI 
and the ABA," according to 
a written account of the 
meeting. 
Satterfield lavished 
praise upon Hie crusty FBI 
director and* offered to do 
favors for him. Later, 
Satterfield asked another 
FBI official for "back­ 
ground information” on the 
guild. Apparently, he 
planned to use the informa­ 
tion to discredit guild 
members. For an FBI 


"(Satterfield) would like 
to reinstitute this policy of 
not only barring members 
eflhe NLG from becoming 
members of the ABA but 
also expel from the ABA 
any attorney who contin­ 
ues to be associated with 
the NLG and fosters its 
aims." 
FBI officials, with 
Hoover’s permission noted 
with a terse "OK H," sent 
Satterfield a 24-page re­ 
port on the National Law­ 
yers Guild. This compared 
the guild’s positions with 
those of the Cmnuniot 
Party. Tha fact that both 
groups adopted the same 
line on the racial question 
end civil liberties, of 
course, didn’t prove they 
were allied. The ABA ulti­ 
mately balked at officially 
barring guild members. 
Footnote: Satterfield 
concede^ to our associate,

UNITED NATIONS - One 
man’s terrorist and air pirate 
is another’s freedom fighter. 
Especially in this glass tower 
of Babel. Thus for years now a 
bloc of Communists and Third 
World countries has prevented 
the adoption of a convention (a 
specific one-subject agree­ 
ment) which would have 
punished nations offering hi­ 
jackers sanctuary and revolu­ 
tionary fraternal comfort.

The federation’s global 
leaders are aware of the 
American Inter-Agency Work­ 
ing Group for Combatting Ter­ 
rorism - and its appalling 
statistics which disclose that 
"between January 19» and 
December 1976 there were ap­ 
proximately 1,150 interna­ 
tional terrorist incidents.” In

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ABA Joined FBI in Effort 
To Discredit Lawyer's Guild

WASHINGTON - At the 
bottom of most Washing­ 
ton scandals, there invari­ 
ably seems to be some 
lawyers in the woodpile. 
The W atergate crim es 
were plotted initially at the 
Justice Department, with 
the attorney general pre­ 
siding and the White House 
counsel advising law yers 
participated in the bag- 
jobs, forgeries, frame-ups, 
break-ins, cover-ups and 
perjury that followed. 
Now we’ve learned that 
the bastion of legal ethics, 
the American Bar Associa­ 
tion, conspired with the 
FBI to discredit the left- 
wing 
National 
law yers 
Guild. The FBI secretly 
wiretapped and spied on 
the guild’s national offices 
and then fed derogatory 
information to key officials 
of the bar association. 
The guild came under 
FBI surveillance not just 
because of its leftist lean­ 
ings, but because of its 
opposition to racial dis­ 
crim ination, 
support 
of 
civil liberties and protests 
a g a i n s t 
c o n g re ssio n a l 
abuses. These stands of­ 
fended the late FBI chief J. 
Edgar Hoover's standards 
for patriotism . 
He grew up in Washing­ 
ton when it was still a 
sm all 
Southern 
tow n, 
where segregation was the 
law as well as the custom 
To Hoover, the struggle for 
equal 
rights by 
blacks 
smacked of rebellion. He 
was an incurable curm ud­ 
geon. conservative in his 


ways and narrow in his 
outlook, who saw sedition 
in dissent. 
The American Bar Asso­ 
ciation should have had a 
more enlightened view of 
the nation's founding prin­ 
ciples. 
Yet it not only 
joined in the red-baiting of 
the 1950s but sought dirt 
about the lawyers guild 
from the FBI. The sordid 
story has been buried for 
two decades in FBI files, 
which have now been m ade 
available to us. 
The 
bar 
association’s 
chief communist hunter, 
Austin Canfield Sr., tele­ 
phoned the FBI in January 
1952 to ask for information 
that could be used against 
the guild A top FBI offi­ 
cial, Louis B. Nichols, re­ 
ported in a memo that 
Canfield "was in favor of 
taking ... on* the guild. 
Nichols 
then 
supplied 
Canfield 
with a 
report 
charging that the guild 
worked closely with com ­ 
munist factions. As one 
piece of evidence, the re­ 
port declared that the guild 
had blasted the FB I’s -Ge­ 
stapo activities,* and a t­ 
tacked the ABA. Any criti­ 
cism of the FBI was con­ 
sidered akin to treason 
One month later, Can­ 
field made another call to 
the FBI and Nichols again 
related the conversation in 
a 
co n fid en tial 
m em o 
'Canfield ... stated ... there 
will be ... an attem pt to 
move the American Bar 
Association 
into 
action 
against the National Law­ 


y ers G u ild / 
re p o rte d 
Nichols. *He feels the ... 
guild has now gone far 
enough and that now is the 
time to act.*

FBI, 
meanwhile,

advised an FBI memo,

'(Satterfield) would like

'ward of Excellence from the Auto Club of Missouri for its 
low pedestrian accident rate during 1976. 
The Auto Club noted that Missouri recorded a 2.5 per 
100,000 population death rate for pedestrians compared to a 
3.6 rate per 100,000 for the nine states in its population 
category. 
Missouri's injury rate was 46 per 100,000 population com- 
qared to the rate of 79 for the nine states as a whole. 
There was 120 pedestrians killed and 2,200 more injured 
during 1976 in Misssouri. 


Sioux sculpture needs money 


CUSTER, S i). (AP) — The directors of the Crazy Horse 
Memorial Foundation want the mountain sculpture of the 
Sioux Indian chief to be finished in the next few years. 
That will mean speeding up the carving process, and that 
will take more money. 
The foundation's board of directors has created a task 
force which will have until Jan. 1 to come up with a plan for 
raising 120 million in the next five years. 
Board member Jessie Sundstrom, Custer, said sculptor 
Korczak Zlolkowski has accomplished what she called 
“miracles” in the 30 years he has worked on the mountain. 
But she said the sculptor, now 69 years old, won’t have 
much time to finish the project. “He deserves to see its com­ 
pletion,” she said. 
The board voted to borrow $100,000 to hire more workers 
immediately. At this time only Ziolkowski and his two sons 
are working on the mountain. 
Ziolkowski is carving the top of a mountain near Custer in 
the southern Black Hills into a huge statue of the Sioux chief 
Crazy Horse on horseback. 


Christians, Moslems rebuilding 


TYRE, Lebanon (AP) — Christian and Moslem militias 
that fought in the Lebanese civil war are rebuilding their 
forces. 
Both the Christian rightists and the Moslem leftists are 
recruiting and arming new fighters openly and without 
interference. 
The two opposing factions are estimated to have a total of 
45,-000 trained, armed men, not including the Palestinians. 
This is more than 10 times the 4,000 experienced, loyal 
soldiers claimed for the Lebanese army. But the Christians 
and Moslems are estimated to keep only about 3,000 men 
each on active duty. 
Oil imports half of requirements 


DALLAS (AP) — Oil imports will account for nearly one- 
half of the nation’s petroleum requirements this year, an in­ 
dustry study indicated today. 
The Independent Petroleum Association of America study 
said imports will supply 45.1 per cent of the needs this year, 
and about 43.1 per cent next year. 
By comparison, foreign oil in 1972, the last full year before 
the Arab oil embargo, accounted for only 29 per cent of 
domestic supply. 
“The nation’s rising dependence on imported oil will be 
stemmed temporarily due to the combined efforts of increas­ 
ed domestic crude oil production, improved efficiency in 
energy use and greater utilization of domestic coal and 
nuclear power,” the association said. 
St. Louis passenger rescued 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A St. Louis woman was rescued from a 
single-engine plane that plunged into the Mississippi River 
Sunday night, but authorities said the pilot apparently was 
still in the plane when it sank. 
Mary Jo Becker, 18, swam away from the wreckage and 
was picked up by a towboat, officials said. She was hospitaliz­ 
ed in fair condition with facial lacerations. 
The name of the pilot was not released immediately. 
Authorities said the plane went down at 6 p.m. about 100 
yards off the Missouri side of the river five miles south of the 
Jefferson Barracks Bridge. 
Coast Guard officials said efforts to locate and raise the 
plane from about 12 feet of water Sunday night were 
hampered by swift currents and darkness. 


KC spooked by weekend rains 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Kansas Citians, still spooked by the 
devastating floods of six weeks ago, kept an eye on the skies 
over the weekend as showers dumped nearly three Inches of 
rain on some parts of the city. 
Police reported some minor flooding in low-lying areas and 
blamed one traffic fatality on wet streets. More than 40 traf­ 
fic accidents were reported Sunday night. 
Police and public works department workers placed bar­ 
ricades at about a dozen intersections where high water 
made roads impassable. Two power outages were reported, 
one in the midtown area, the other in suburban Johnson 
County, Kan. 


Ashcroft views voting mayors 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) - A small town mayor 
cannot exercise his right to vote in case of a tie on the city’s 
board of alderman if the issue under consideration is 
removal of an appointed city official, according to Atty. Gen. 
John Ashcroft. 
Although a mayor has the right to vote in case of ties, 
Ashcroft cited another statutory provision that requires a 
mayor to obtain approval from a majority of the aldermen 
before he can remove an official. 
The opinion, which has no force of law or court decision, 
was requested by state Sen. Frank Build, R-St. Louis County. 
Blid’s question arose in connection with the challenge of a 
municipal alderman in St. Louis County to that town’s mayor 
voting to break a tie on whether the city attorney should be 
removed.

Max Cleland, the head of the 
Veterans 
Administration, 
planned to accompany Carter 
to today’s ceremony. Cleland 
lost both legs and an arm in a 
1968 grenade explosion 
in 
Vietnam. 
This is the last year the holi­ 
day will fall on different dates 
around the country. Next year 
all 50 states return to the tradi­ 
tional Nov. U. 
Forty-seven states 
have 
already gone back to that 
date. 
Only 
Utah, 
Hawaii 
and 
Washington, D.C., are observ­ 
ing it today, while Rhode 
Island honors veterans Nov. 7. 
For most federal employes, 
the holiday is today 
The confusion began in 1968 
when Congress moved several 
holidays from their traditional 
dates to Mondays to create 
more three-day weekends. 
Since 1919 Veterans Day had 
been observed on Nov. 11. 
Beginning in 1971, the holiday, 
originally 
called Armistice 
Day, was switched to the 
fourth Monday in October.

Phelps began 
his om­ 
budsman activities • in 1973 
under the administration of 
Republican Gov. Christopher 
S. Bond, in an effort to cut 
governmental red tape for 
citizens. But when Teasdale 
took office this year, the new 
governor said he planned to 
assume the role of state om­ 
budsman. He then cut funds 
for Phelps’ operation and 
opened his action line. 
Phelps, in issuing his fourth 
annual report on the opera­ 
tions of his ombudsman pro­ 
gram, also renewed his call 
for legislation permanently 
establishing the lieutenant 
governor as the state’s 
ombudsman. 
“The program fulfills a vital 
need for the people and should 
be given continuity,” Phelps 
said.

Ads aimed at children 
under FTC scrutiny 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal government, saying 
many products advertised for 
children are unhealthy, is 
moving toward controlling ads 
for such items as candy, soft 
drinks and cereal. 
“We’re not talking about 
research anymore. We’re now 
talking about the legal pro­ 
blems of which way to go,” 
said a spokesman for the 
Federal Trade Commission, 
which regulates advertising to 
assure it is not deceptive or 
unfair. 
FTC Chairman Michael 
Pertschuk said in an interview 
Wednesday that he is “con­ 
vinced that action has to be 
taken” to guard sm all 
children against television 
advertisements promoting 
products containing large con­ 
centrations of sugar. 
Options available to the 
commission range from re­ 
quiring labels on such pro­ 
ducts as cereals, soft drinks 
and candy warning about their 
sugar content, to requiring the 
televising of public service 
messages emphasizing good 
nutrition and eating habits, to 
a total ban on the advertising. 
The options are to be 
presented to the full commis­ 
sion in earlv November, the 


FTC spokesman said. 
An FTC spokesman said the 
sugar products are the focus 
of the commission’s attention 
right now, but the FTC might 
aim in the future at television 
advertising of drugs during 
children and family viewing 
hours and at ads promoting 
toys. 


“Why single out one in­ 
dustry? What’s the difference 
between a snack and a toy? 
You’re appealing for the same 
kind of (child) instincts,” said 
the spokesman. 


Last week Pertschuk met 
for 90 minutes with 25 board 
members of the American 
Association of Advertising 
Agencies, 
a trade group 
representing the largest 
advertising firms. 
The 
advertising firms had sought 
the meeting. 


Pertschuk, according to one 
source, 
“raised the most 
serious warning flag to the in­ 
dustry since this issue was 
born,” telling them the com­ 
mission is seriously consider­ 
ing a total ban on children- 
oriented advertisments of pro- 
ducts containing large 
amounts of sugar.

WASHINGTON D C. - In a 
letter to Herbert L. Perlman, 
chief administrative law 
judge for the Environmental 
Protection Agency, Sen. Jack 
Danforth asks that “special 
consideration” be given 
Missouri farmers facing 
economic hardship due to an 
EPZ pesticide ban. EPA has 
suspended the use of chlor- 
dane and heptachlor, the 
only 
pesticides currently 
available to control cutworm, 
pest which severely damages 
corn crops. 
“I realize that there are 
dangers ingerent in the 
widespread use of pesticides, 
and I would never advocate 
the use of pesticides that have 
been shown to be hazardous to 
the health and lives of human 
beings,” Danforth wrote. 
“However, I also understand 
the plight of Missouri farmers 
who must do battle not only 
with cutworms, but also low 
feed grain prices and spiraling 
production costs. I intend to do 
what I can to assure the farm 
community of reasonable pro­ 
tection from arbitrary agency 
rulings that unduly disrupt 


their livelihoods.” 
Danforth said he sees no 
reason why farmers must be 
deprived of their only effec­ 
tive means of controlling cut­ 
worms, “if there exist no con­ 
clu sive findings which 
substatiate EPA’s order to 
chlordane and heptachlor 
from the market. Until more 
desirable alternatives can be 
discovered and marketed,” 


Danforth noted, “these two 
pesticides are Missouri 
farmers' only hope against 
future crop damage. '’ 
Severe cutworm infesta­ 
tions, coupled with the lack of 
effective alternative controls 
to the pesticides banned by 


EPA, have resulted in 50,000 
acres of corn being replanted 
at costs in excess of $1 million. 
An additional 170,000 acres of 
corn have sustained stand 
damage that will reduce the 
quanitiy and quality of 
Missouri’s coron harvest, 
Danforth explained. 
Hearings were held Oct. 18- 
20 to determine whether or not 
the EPA ban should remain in 
effect. A delegation of 
Missouri farm ers, 
ac­ 
companied by Missouri 
Agriculture Director Jack Ru­ 
nyan, submitted testimony 
and evidence against the ban. 
D anforth’s letter was 
presented to Judge Perlman 
in hearings Tuesday.

Voters give overwhelming 
approval to Canal treaties 


PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AP) — A big turnout of 
Panamanian voters gave the 
new Panama Canal treaties 
overwhelming approval, unof­ 
ficial returns from the nation­ 
wide referendum 
showed 
today. 


The election tribunal 
reported 149,178 yes votes to 
76,311 noes cast Sunday in 910 
of the 3,038 voting districts. 
This was nearly 30 per cent of 
the estimated 800,000 eligible 
voters. 
Election officials said most 
of these votes were cast in 
Panama province, including 
Panama City, the seat of 
much of the opposition to the 
treaties. Government officials 
predicted returns from the 
provinces would raise the total 
in favor of the pacts to 70 or 75 
per cent. 
The final official count is to 
be announced Thursday. 
Panama’s chief of govern­ 
ment, Gen. Omar Torrijos, 
predicted the U.S. Senate 


would also ratify the treaties 
despite the strong opposition 
in the United States. 


Torrijos said the senators 
must realize the treaties “go 
beyond their electoral 
districts. They’re playing with 
the luck of maritime, naviga­ 
tion all over the world. 
“It’s the senators who have 
to explain to the people, not 
the people who have to explain 
to the senators,” he added in 
an interview. 
Torrijos voted in the morn­ 
ing and then toured Panama 
City in a military truck loaded 
with reporters. Cheering 
crows w e lc o m e d him 
everywhere, and his shirt col­ 
lar was red with lipstick by the 
time he returned home. 
There were no reports of op­ 
position activity during the 
voting Sunday. A number of 
rallies had been held in the 
week before, and opponents of 
the treaties claimed the 
plebescite was fixed. Torrijos 
denied the charge, and invited 


three dozen foreign observers 
to check on the voting. 
Everyone 18 and over was 
eligible to vote. Those voting 
were fingerprinted, required 
to present identification cards 
which were punched, and their 
thumbs were inked. 
The main treaty, one of two 
signed in Washington Sept. 7 
by Torrijos ami President 
Carter, 
provides for the 
United States to surrender the 
canal and the 500-square-mile 
canal zone to Panama by the 
year 2000. The second docu­ 
ment declares the waterway a 
neutral zone and allows U.S. 
intervention in the event of a 
threat to its security. 
Torrijos and his government 
waged a strong campaign in 
favor of the treaties, but op­ 
ponents were encouraged to 
speak out. It was the first time 
since he took over the govern­ 
ment in a 1968 coup that a 
political issue in which there 
was any opposition to the 
government was debated 
publicly.
